4 Verification of the information considered necessary for the investigation was 
done and to this end a team of officers visited the premises of the applicant domestic 
producer and M/s. TVS Sewing Needles Ltd..

(ii) Schmetz (I) Pvt Limited, Mumbai 

The Chinese international market price is about US $15 per thousand pieces 
and their potential is about 500 million pieces. Altek earlier filed a petition seeking 
imposition of anti-dumping duty on higher priced needles which on investigation was 
rejected by the government of India. Altek claims that they produce 95% of domestic 
production of ISMN which translates to only 2% market share in Indian domestic 
consumption. The weight of the needle is about 2 grammes per piece and the price is 
normally quoted on a unit of 1000 pcs. Converting to weight basis for products like 
needles for the purpose of statistical evaluation cannot be relied upon as the packing 
materials vary from needle to needle, producer to producer and will skew the 
conclusion . 

(tii) Altek Lammertz Needles Ltd.(Altek), Chennai 

(a) Historically, Needles were manufactured mostly in Germany. Japan and Korea. 
India always imported the needles from these countries. Garment making in US an 
Europe became too expensive and the industry shifted to Asian region. Therefore, 
demand for needles shifted to Asian countries like India. China concentrated on India 
as a potential market and resorted to flooding India with their product which has 
completely disrupted the market throwing it out of gear. 

(b) They set up a plant to manufacture Industrial Sewing Machine Needles with 
German technology. The company commenced commercial production in the year 
1997 with an installed capacity of 45 million needles per annum. The project was 
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^praised and funded by ICICI to the extent of Rs 400 lakhs out of the total project 
cost of Rs 1200 lakhs. Out of the balance a sum of Rs48 lakhs came in as ECIP loan 
and the balance was funded by way of equity. Altek successfully absorbed the 
technology and started producing Industrial Sewing Machine Needles of International 
quality. At the time of project appraisal the needles were by and large imported from 
Germany, Japan and Korea. Even though China was also exporting, its share in 
market was restricted to the unorganized segment of garment industry. We Capacity 
of their unit at the time of commencement of commercial production was 25,714 kgs 
or 45 million needles per annum which was increased to 51,429 kgs or 90 million per 
annum on two shift basis. The expansion was m?de mainly for the following reasons: 


(i) As the infrastructure such as land, power was already established, the 
additional capacity could be created with a very nominal addition to the fixed assets. 
The cost of expansion including building was only Rs. 452 lakhs while the initial cost of 
setting up the plant was Rs 1585 lakhs. Thus expansion of more than 100% could be 
achieved with this additional capital expenditure. 


(ii) The increase in the capacity would bring down the cost of fixed overheads for 
every kg of production . 

('ii) Finally to cater to the growing Indian market for ISMN which increased from 

117,818 kgs in 1997-98, to 186,612 kgs in 2001-02. •

(d) The Peoples' Republic of China increased its exports to India dramatically In 
absolute terms as would be evident from the following table. The exports which was 
53,545 kgs in the year 1997-98 increased to 85,818 kgs in 98-99, declining marginally 
in 1999-2000 vis-^-vis 1998-99 and declining further in 2000-01 to 29,270 kgs, mainly 
due to imposition of Anti Dumping duties on imports from China which was 
subsequently withdrawn, shot upto 1,04,216 kgs in 2001-02. While the imports in 
general from other countries declined from 67% in 2000-01 to 42% in 2001-02 imports 
emanating from China registered a phenomenal increase from 30% to 56% of the 
market share during the same period. The rate of increase during the five year period 
is more than 15% compounded or nearly twice in quantitative terms.

(e) Their share has stagnated in percentage terms due to market disruption 
caused exclusively by the unabated imports from China .In absolute terms also their 
sale did not increase corresponding to the increase in the domestic consumption. 
Their market share which was 3% in 2000-01 reduced to 2% in 2001-02, re 9' s J® r ' n 9 a 
33% decline. They increased their capacity from 25,714 Kgs in 1997 to 51,429 kgs 
on 2-shift basis in the year 2000 to cater to the increasing Indian demand and to 
export semi-finished needles to stay competitive by bringing down cost vis-d-v.s 
imports. But, production for Indian market stagnated during the entire penod under 
review in the range of 4,000 - 6,000 kgs due to flood of imports from China, 
ft 

(ft Due to low capacity utilisation caused by large imports, the company was not 
able to achieve efficiency in operations, optimise plant utilisation, reduce cost of 
production through higher volumes which resulted in number of their key trained 
personnel leaving for better pastures. 

(a) Their capacity utilisation for Indian market declined from 14% in 98-99 to just 
10% during the year 2001-2002. The total capacity utilisation (including for exports) 
has also declined from 57% in 98-99 to 45% in 2001-2002. 

(h) They suffered huge financial loss and they are now a potentially sick company 
under the BIFR Act due to market disruption caused by Chinese imports. Besides 
surqe in imports from China at depressed prices, the exporters from China are also 
extending credit facilities and enormous quantitative/cash discounts which las forced 

them to reduce their prices affecting the realisation For example ^ P r ' ce °^ B1 
svstem- the largest selling needle - has been reduced from Rs 2.95 (mciuswe w 
raxes) to Rs 2.50 per needle in January 2002. Additionally,, increases in Sales Tax 
ranging from 4-5% all over the country hasbeen absorbed by the company C , 
who had appraised their project and granted term loans, has estimated that the 
realisation forth® Indian market will be.Rs7.000 per kg on the basis ofs, ^9°^ 
existed at teat time.

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(o) At present they are importing needle wire, which is the main raw material from 
Germany. Needle wire is a high carbon steel wire with 1% carbon content. There are 
only 4 or 5 manufacturers in the world who supply this needle wire to the entire needle 
industry. Due to exchange rate, customs duty, freight, high inventory level due to lead 
time in imports, the cost of wire is high. They have already studied the potential of 
sourcing this needle wire in India. In this direction they have made an arrangement 
with M/s Gujarat Wire Industries for manufacturing needle wire. With their guidance 
and expertise, this company has been successful in producing needle wire of good 
quality. Of course their output was very low. Further needle wire of different thickness 
are required depending upon the system and size of the ne°dle. The needle wire 
thickness varies between 1.63 mm to 2.02 mm. This company has been successful in 
producing needle wire for a particular system alone. Wire drawing, which is the basic 
process in manufacturing needle wire is a high precision engineering as the quality 
specifications are very stringent. The quality of the wire must stabilize particularly 
when the volume increases and they must be in a position to produce wire of different 
dia. The unit must also be assured of certain minimum off take to enable them to 
invest in their plant to increase their production. It is expected that in about three 
years, this unit will be in position to supply about 40% of Aitek’s requirements. Even 
though the entire requirements of Altek cannot be sourced from this unit, this 40% 
indigenous source will reduce their raw material cost considerably. 

(p) Dies are very critical and essential tools for manufacturing of ISMN. Dies form 
part of the patented technology and is a closely guarded secret. Altek has set up its 
own tool room and has done extensive study and trials in making dies. The 
company’s engineers have undergone extensive training in Germany. With all these 
efforts, they have been successful in making the first set of dies. As there are a wide 
range of systems and sizes of needles, attempts are being made by them on different 
systems/sizes. Considering the wide range of dies to be made, it is expected that 
Altek will make the entire dies in-house in about five years. 

(q) Milling cutter is another critical tool, which is being imported by them from 
Germany. Even though the cost of the milling cutter in the end product is very low, 
high import cost, cost of inventory contributes considerably. Altek has made extensive 
study on the art of making cutters, which has been quite successful. The imported 
milling cutter costs Rs 300 per piece, whereas the indigenous one would cost about 
Rs 160 only. 

(r) Stabiliser is a chemical used in deburn^g operation, which makes the needle 
surface smooth and free of burrs. A German company holds the proprietary for this 
chemical, who supply to the entire needle industry. Altek approached the Centra! 
Institute of Scientific and Industrial Research, Govt, of India, seeking their assistance 
in producing this chemical indigenously. Altek has entered into an agreement with this 
agency and the trials are under way. The cost of this chemical consumed by Altek 

would come down considerably if sourced indigenously. _ 

(s) Altek has spent huge amounts on sales promotion and advertisements to 
increase its domestic sales. This has helped Altek in creating a brand image in the 
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of°rerma^ ar if' te T3 of quality Altek ' s needles are considered on par with those

(t) As part of financial restructuring, Altek has already repaid its term liabilities with 
Financial Institutions, which was costing as high as 16% to 18% This has been reneiH 
out of the ECB loan raised by Altek, which costs only 6 50% This Ioannas S 
repayment schedule spread over 8 years.The other fixed

250 million or 1,42,857 kgs per annum. The cost of the balance machineries under 
the expansion programme is estimated around Rs 150 lakhs. Altek has restructured 
!{f 6 u m J oan l,ab,l,ties b y raising a ECB loan at a very low rate of interest, out of which 
the nigh cost term loan’ of Indian financial institutions have been closed. The 
unutilised ECB loan will be sufficient to meet this balance machinery cost. 

(w) Their cost of production of all the systems and sizes of needles manufactured is 
almost the same. The process of manufacture is almost same for all the systems 
excepting that certain systems require additional operations such as double side 
grooving, the running of thick wire used for certain systems takes longer time than the 
one using thinner wire. However the cost variation is very marginal on these factors. 
The main difference will be due to batch size as certain costs are standard for each 
batch, irrespective of the system and size. The selling price however varies depending 
upon the system. The basic variety of needles, namely DB*1 and DP*5, considered as 
bread and butter’, are manufactured by most of the players in the world. However the 
speciality needles, for which demand is not as big, are generally supplemented by the 
manufacturers. There are more than 100 varieties of such needles and it may not be 
possible for any company to manufacture the entire range. Again this is purely 
because of operational reasons owing to small quantity of demand and not because 
the companies do not have the facility or know-how to make such needles. 
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(x) Altek being the first unit in India to set up Industrial Sewing Machine Needles 
plant spent a lot on training its staff in India and also at Germany. As many as 25 staff 
have been sent to Germany for training and some of them have even been sent more 
than once for technology absorption and training. 

(y) Altek Imports certain systems of Industrial Sewing Machine Needles from its 
collaborator in Germany. There are more than 1500 varieties of systems and sizes of 
Industrial Sewing Machine Needles, depending upon the users’ application and 
requirements. The demand for certain types of needles are very low in the domestic 
market. It may not be viable to manufacture such systems and sizes because of very 
low demand. Such systems are imported by Altek more as a customer service policy. 

It would be difficult for any buyer of needles to place orders on different suppliers for 
different systems of needles. Hence purely as a customer service, they import these 
needles. The sales of imported needles are normally made on almost cost to cost 
basis through its own distribution and marketing channel along with its domestic 
production. Since the imported Industrial Sewing Machine Needles are of different 
systems and sizes as compared to Altek’s production, there is no competition between 
the imported needles and Altek’s needles. 

In addition to the above they have also stated the following: 

a) The written submissions of the two exporters namely, Huating and White Crane 
should not be admitted on the grounds that the said two exporters had not disclosed 
their correct identity in their response filed by them; the exporters have concealed 
their real identity to mislead the DG; the exporters did not submit the answers to the 
questionnaires sent to them resulting they (Altek) were not in a position to 
comprehend the status of these two exporters who have been reported to be the 
major exporters of ISMN from China to India. The questionnaire, inter alia, sought 
specific details of (i) Volume and value of exports to India made by them during the 
last three financial years and (li) names and addresses of dealers/agents in India 
through whom exports were made by them. 

b) There ere documentary evidences suggesting that Huating/White Crane invoice 
ISMN to India at US $ 1 (cif) per 1000 needles. The cost of freight and packing itself 
is, as calculated by them is 5 paise per needle, which would suggest that the ISMN 
was being supplied free by the Chinese exporters. No commercial entity in the world # 
will indulge in such practices. Therefore, there is an unholy alliance at work which is 
working to a diabolical plan. The objective is something other than mere commercial 
and can strike at the very root of Indian democracy in the name of free trade. 

(c) During the anti-dumping investigations carried out a few years back, the 
Designated Authority recommended, after detailed investigations, anti-dumping duty 
of Rs 1.98 per needle which works out to 4000% at today’s price. Such a high 
percentage is unknown in any anti-dumping investigation in any part of the world. This 
judgement was accepted by the Chinese needle manufacturers. More importantly, it 
exposes the great lie that the Chinese industry is more competitive and, therefore, 
able to offer prices which are not realistic. This proves that neither Chinese pnces 
have any relationship to reality nor are they commercial in nature. The China 
Chamber and the Ministry of Foreign Trade, China, have shown an unusual amount of 
interest in this case even though ISMN forms an insignificant portion of Chinas total 
trade with India.

(f) While challenging their import data fumished in the application which they had

Ministry of Foreign Trade, China, are active participants in the proceedings. China 

apparently maintains trade data and the exporters have quoted selectively from them. 

But, the data itself is not available in public domain. By contrast India, Germany 

Japan, Korea etc., publish them in book form and are available in the web site. 

(g) It was stated'on behalf of the exporters that the Needle industry in India should 

wh0,e for the Purpose of arriving at any conclusion and not segregate 
ISMN. In this regard it is mentioned that the Needle industry in India consists of 
Household, ISMN, Knitting Machine, Hand Sewing Machine Needles and Surgical 
needles. It must be understood Household Sewing Machine Needles and Industrial 
Sewing Machine Needles are two different products. One cannot be used as a 
substitute for the other. Therefore, these two different needles must be treated 
different y in the same way all other types of needles (Hand sewing, Knitting, surgical) 
are treated as separate products. India follows the eight digit code for classifying 
needles followed internationally. The Tax Research Unit (TRU) of the Department of 
Revenue has issued Instructions that the harmonized system of tariff must be replaced 
by eight-digit international code. This practice is already being followed by importers. 

(h) It is absurd on the part of Huating/White Crane to claim that TVS has very low 
production base for Household needles. TVS sells more than 50 Million needles per 
annum and has been meeting most of India’s requirement for last three decades 
Therefore, TVS meets most of the demand for Household needles for three decades 
and Chinese imports are minimal. 


(i) The China Chamber should have produced the official statistics of the 
Government of China on imports and exports, classification-wise and country-wise, 
which China doubtless maintains like any other country. China Chamber mentions that 
needle is a “trivial commodity" and mutual trade between India and China should not 
be adversely influenced by this trivial commodify. If in fact, Government of India 
should not take up the case of a ISMN domestic manufacturer because it is a “trivial 
commodity", they would like to know as to why China Chamber and the Government 
of China are taking such huge interest in this case. China Chamber claims that the 
ISMN manufacturers are members of the Chamber. But, the China Chamber is not 
even aware of the number of manufacturers of ISMN in China . 
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(j) The responses filed by some of the Importers of their ora! submissions made 
during the public hearing reveals that they have reproduced submissions made by the 
exporters and the China Chamber of Commerce including certain alleged discussions 
which took place between Altek and the Chinese exporters and China Chamber of 
Commerce. The importers have also included in their written submissions which they 
had not orally submitted before the Director General. The said importers who were 
specifically asked to furnish details of their Imports have not submitted any 
information. 

(k) Their case under the Special Safeguards law may not be the last such case. _ 
The most effective way to handle this situation by China Chamber is by rising above 
narrow commercial considerations, educating the manufacturer’s in China about 
international law, need to respect and observe and laws of the country with whom 
business relationship Is established. This is the most effective route to establish good 
personal and business relationship between the people of India and people of China. 

Views of Exporters from China 


The following main points have been made by them: 


(a) The present investigation Is both harsh and discriminatory and has been 
unlawfully Initiated dince, there have been no prior consultations between the 
respective Governments of India and China as envisaged in Article 16 of the said 
Protocol. At the time of the accession by China to the WTO there was a specific 
understanding on the part of all the member countries of WTO that they would 
exercise restraint in invoking the said Article 16 only in 'extra ordinary circumstances. 
The dear understanding at the time of China's accession to WTO was that eny 
safeguards Investigation other than In ‘extra ordinary circumstances’ would take piece 
In accordance with the provisions of the Agreement on Safeguards and not pursuant 
to the provisions of the said Article 16. 


(b) The Investigation is unlawfully Initiated, since the required reference year is 
2000*2001, during which year the Applicant has stated that there was an ant -dump ng 
investigation on Imports of ISMN by India as a result of which, as admitted in t § 
Application the data for 2000=2001 is not representative or suitable as a re erence 
year, Contrary to the appropriate practice in a Specific Safeguards Investigation, the 
Safeguard duty sought is higher than the difference between the rcsp^^^ 
prices of ISMN allegedly of Chinese origin Imported by India ^uring the Period of 
investlgatlon(POI) from 1 §l April 2001 to 01 §t March 2002 and the ISMN Imports by 
Indie during the POI from other countries, 


(c) There is no 'suddin surge' in Imports, market disruption or causal iink, as 
alleged, by imports of ISMN of Chinese origin particularly when aii the interested 
03 ^es aaree that 2000-2001 is not an appropriate reference year. It was not Open to 
the Director Genera! (Specific Safeguards) to proceed on the basis of 2000-2001 as a 

reference year. 


(d) The Applicant does not qualify as ‘domestic industry’ in view of its relationship 
with a German exporter and further in view of the fact that both China and India treat 
needles as a single industry even in terms of tariff classification andthusthe needle 
Industry may be considered as a whole and not in respec oflSMN alone for me 
purposes of ‘domestic industry standing’, ‘increase in imports and market disruption. 
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In the absence of data on the needles industry as a whole no finding is possible on the 
issues of 'domestic industry standing’, ‘increase in imports’ and ‘market disruption* 

There is also no reasonable basis to assume that 90% of all needles allegedly of 
Chinese origin are ISMN. ISMN accounts for 40% of their total needles production. 

(e) Initiating an investigation on the basis of an increase in imports of ISMN 
originating from China is distinct from imports from China and there must be 
substantial evidence before the Director General to show that imports from third 
countries actually originate from China. The imports of ISMN from Hong Kong and 
Singapore have been wrongly aggregated with the imports of ISMN from China to 
allege an increase in imports without sufficient evidence. Further theie was no export 
of ISMN by them to Singapore or Hong Kong during the period of investigation. 

(f) There is no market disruption suffered by the domestic industry in India, as 
alleged. The fact of the matter is that the applicant domestic industry in India lacks 
economies of scale and modern process and has never enjoyed high capacity 
utilization as per the data furnished in the application, it is apparent that the Applicant 
made errors in terms of its business decisions by doubling its capacity with effect from 
I s January 2000 at a relatively high cost of capital instead of improving efficiency and 
capacity utilization. 

(g) The data furnished by the applicant shows that the domestic sales and capacity 
utilisation improved during the period of investigation and it was the export sales and 
capacity utilisation thereof that declined. Poor export performance is not market 
disruption in India and is not a proper cause for a specific safeguards investigation 
involving China. It may also be noted that other Indian manufacturers have shown 
profits, thus showing that there has not been any market disruption in India. Poor 
performance by individual domestic producers also does not amount to market 
disruption. 

(h) The safeguard duty sought is based on Applicant’s claimed survival or non- 
injurious price that is much higher even than the average price of imports of ISMN 
other than of alleged Chinese origin which is contrary ta a specific safeguards 
Investigation in which the maximum safeguard duty claimed can utmost be based on 
the average import price of ISMN not of Chinese origin. Exports of garments and 
leather products are important foreign exchange earners for India. Imports of ISMN 
from China enhance the competitiveness of these extra ordinary export industries of 
India. Further, according to the Applicant itself the total domestic consumption is about 
186612 kgs of ISMN during the period of investigation. The Applicant and the other 
domestic producers are not even capable of.meeting a fraction of the present demand 
even with full capacity utilization. Further, the actual users are in the best position to 
judge the acceptability of the quality of the ISMN from China and requirement of the 
same to the crucial export industries of India. Public Interest would lie in not imposing * 
a Specific Safeguards Duty on imports of ISMN from China since the Applicant claims 

to account for 90% of domestic sales by domestic manufacturers of ISMN, any 
safeguard duty imposed would only strengthen its monopoly . Director General may 
consider the overall public interest before imposing any such duty. In this regard it 
may also be kept in mind that the customs tariff in India on ISMN is already very high. 

(i) It may be noted that from the data furnished by the Applicant the highest 
capacity utilization ever achieved by them is 58% and is in the range from 51% to 58% 
between 1997 and 2002. Further, the decrease in capacity utilization to 45% is not in 
itself substantial and is completely irrelevant, more so when the capacity was doubled 
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from the year 2000 - 2001 and considering the same, the production achieved in the 
POI represents over 90% of the pre 2000 capacity of the Applicant. The decision by 
the Applicant to arbitrarily increase capacity without improving its efficiency needs to 
be explained and investigated. The Applicant may explain the reasons for historically 
low capacity utilization and the reasons to nonetheless increase capacity especially 
when it was unable to utilize its pre- 2000 capacity which was about 25,714 kgs as 
stated by the Applicant. The Applicant needs to explain whether the machinery have 
long maintenance schedules and long turn around time or is there a high rejection rate 
of the ISMN manufactured by the Applicant. It is also important for the Applicant to 
show the number of man-days lost due to labour unrest or other problems or force 
majeure situations etc. It is clear from the data furnished by the Applicant and reading 
the same as a whole, that during the initial period of machinery installation there are 
start up problems which has obviously led to low capacity utilization. ( 

(j) Their capacity is much higher and their capacity utilization is higher at about 
96% and the rejection rate is extremely low and/or minimal. The process described by 
the applicant is highly complex with a number of steps which goes more than 100 and 
obviously there would be very high rejection rate. It is not clear if the grades of ISMN 
imported from China are the same as the grades of ISMN made by the applicant 
during the period of investigation. 

(k) The imports of ISMN from China during the period of investigation amounted to 
about 44,516 kgs. as per the DGCIS statistics. However, according to the data 
maintained by the Chinese Custom Authorities, the total export of all ISMN and 
household sewing machine needles is 35538.4 kgs during the POI. In any event the 

* figure shown by DGCIS is also much lower than one projected by the Applicant 
aggregating to 104216. 

(l) The true purpose of the applicant is to achieve market profiteering opportunities 
for its foreign collaborators through the guise of the present Investigation. Imposition 
of safeguards duty sought by the Applicant could only adversely impact on the Indian 
economy in terms of export earnings, higher costs for users, jobs and economic 
growth and establish the monopoly or monopolistic competition of the said Applicant in 
India and cannot be deemed to be in the wider Public Interest in any manner 
whatsoever. 

(m) The information provided by the Applicant in respect of domestic production 
has been analysed and It was observed by them that the total production covers both, 
domestic as well as for exports. A simple analysis of composition of domestic/export 
production in total production reveals that the Applicant has always stressed more on 
export production. 

(n) It is not clear if the grades of ISMN imported from China are the same as the 
qrades of ISMN made by the Applicant during the POI. Chinese customs have only a 
single classification of sewing machine needles being 8452.3000 including both ISMN 
and household sewing needles. 

(o) The export prices from China appear to be based on the aggregation of the 
imports of ISMN from China, Hong Kong and Singapore. Unless the exports from 
Singapore and Hong Kong are shown to be of Chinese origin the same need to be 
separately calculated. The CIF cost of imports of needles shows an increase of 21 /o 
bv taking year 1997-98 as base. The export price has not increased much because 
the price of major components i.e. Steel wire has remained the same. By adop ing 
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regular cost saving measures and by keeping the rejection rates quite low by using hi- 
tech machines they have been able to keep cost of production under close check. The 
needles produced by them is of middle and low grades with middle and low speed, 
and is exported to developing countries and regions which is one of the main reasons 
why the export price have increased moderately. 

(p) It is not clear on what basis the Applicant has arrived at the estimate of the 
share of household needles as 10% in the total import of industrial sewing needles 
from China. The figures furnished by the Applicant dp not appear to be accurate and 
are denied. According to the Chinese Custom Authorities, the total exports of both the 
ISMN and household sewing machine needles during the POI is only 35538.4 kgs. 
and not the out of proportion bloated figure made out by the Applicant to suit its 
purpose. 

(q) Specific safeguard investigation proceedings are governed by certain legal 
provisions and if the fundamental legal ingredients are not satisfied, the said 
proceedings would require to be terminated, as is the case in the present 
investigation. It is stated that the present investigation is discriminatory and has been 
unlawfully initiated without application of mind, in the absence of essential 
requirements for initiation, and is beyond the scope of Section 8C of the Customs 
Tariff Act, 1975 read with Rule 5 of the Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific 
Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 (a) Section 8C (1) of the said Act 

(r) From the data provided by the applicant, there is no rapid increase of imports of 
Industrial Sewing Machine Needles from China to India so as to be a significant and/or 
principal cause of material injury to the Applicant more so when it is compared to 
improper, unsuitable Reference Year being 2000-2001 during which year there was 
anti dumping investigation on imports of ISMN by India and as a result thereof 
provisional duty on imports of ISMN from China was imposed. 

(s) The “domestic industry” as defined under Section 8C(7)(a) means the 
producers (and not a single producer like the Applicant) as a whole of a like article or 
directly competitive article in India and needs to be understood in that sense by the 
Director General. All the needle manufacturers in the country have to be viewed as 
constituting the domestic industry. Accordingly it is necessary and required that any 
application complaining the increased imports of ISMN is required to be filed by the 
Needle Industry of India as whole and not one producer, as in the present case, and it 
could only be entertained by the Central Government when the domestic industry as a 
whole comprising of producers of needles complain about the increased rapid imports 
and that too after proper verification. 

(t) The Supreme Court of India in Barium Chemicals Ltd. $ Anr v. Company 
Law Board & Ors (AIR 1967 SC 295) has, inter alia, held that the opinion of the 
Central Government should be honest and before the Central Government forms its 
opinion, it must have before it circumstances suggesting certain inferences. The 
Hon'ble Court has also held that no doubt the formation of opinion is subjective but the 
existence of circumstances relevant to the inference as the sine qua non for action 
must be demonstrable. If the action is questioned on the ground that no 
circumstances leading to an inference of the kind- contemplated under Section 8C of 
the Customs Tariff Act exists, the action might be exposed to interference unless the 
existence of the circumstances is made out and since the existence of 
“circumstances" is a condition fundamental to the making of an opinion, the existence 
of the circumstances, if questioned, has to be proved at least prima facie and that it is 
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not sufficient to assert that the circumstances exist and give no due to what they are 
because the circumstances must be such as to lead to conclusion of certain 
definiteness The existence of above circumstances must be P rov ed before y 
opinion as to initiation of investigation can be arrived at It is re spe^V“V 
that the riqht and power of the Central Government to initiate an investigation has to 
depend upon the existence of certain facts and circumstances and the satisfaction 
So, be P absolute and if the relevant parameters are not present, the investigation 
ought not to have been initiated and deserves to be terminated. 

(ui The Applicant has attempted to explain the aggregation of imports of ISMN 
from Singapore to be of Chinese origin, by stating .inter alia, that, Singapore has_no 
factory manufacturing needles and that the German, Japanese an 
manufacturers have distributor and agent in India and thus they would not exp rt 
India through Singapore and further that the exports from Germany to Singapore are 
very low and lastly that the price of the product from Singapore is lower th 
oroduct imported from Germany. It needs to be verified that Singapore does not ha e 
a mamifacturina base Even assuming that the same is correct, there is no justification 
foTumo* aT the ^conclusion 6 that whai is being imported from Singapore is of Chjnese 
nrinin The presence or absence of distributor arrangements cannot be made a factor 
Sut,urtherana“sfs and the same would have no relevance as any importoroouM 
import needles from Germany, Korea and Japan to Singapore and export the ® am ® 
inHia The orice of needles from Singapore is alleged to be lower from Germany.

Views of Importers and Users 


They have. Inter alia, stated the following 

(i) The application filed is full of misleading facts and figures which the applicant

Safeguard Duty of Rs.3628 Per Kg. sought by the applicant is without any basis. The 
need!es from China have been of good quality and reasonably priced. On the other 
hand the needles from other countries are higher in price and not cost effective for 
smal manufacturers. Aitek needles are also a higher priced product and since their 
quality is more or less comparable to those of Chinese needles small users have to 
restrict their costs and show any margin of profits prefer Chinese needles The 
specification of the needles imported from China are different from the needles 
produced by Aitek or imported from third Countries. 


(ii) It has been stated by the applicant that there are 100 steps in the needle 
production however even in making of advanced high quality needles, unlike those of 
Aitek, to their knowledge only 32 steps are involved. Aitek has given various 
statistical figures based on weight, but the trade deals with the needles on the basis 

of pieces or counts. Aitek appears to have presented data based on weiqht to 
mislead the authorities. 

. The a PP ,ic ant has filed the application solely for vested interest and for helping 
then- German collaborator, Lamertz of Germany and any safeguard duty If imposed will 
virtually compel thousands of users of ISMN in India to purchase the Applicant’s 
higher cost sub-standard needles or relatively higher priced needles of its connected 
German exporter which will amount to non remunerative financial burden on the users 
and huge loss of foreign exchange as users will have to purchase high cost needles 
from Germany, Japan and Korea. 


(iv) Whatever losses the applicant has suffered are due to its own inefficiency and it 
is unfortunate that instead of improving its competitiveness, the applicant has chosen 
to apply for the investigation and as a result has posed possible financial jeopardy for 
thousands of users in India.

C 


Findings 


I have gone through the case records and the submissions made by the 
interested parties. The issues raised by various parties are dealt with at appropriate 
places in the findings below to the extent necessary. However, before proceeding to 
discuss the merits of the case it is considered necessary to discuss a preliminary 
issue most vociferously contended by some of the parties concerning the 
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maintainability of the proceedings under Section 8C of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 
read with the Customs Tariff (Transitional Specific Safeguard Duty Rules) (hereinafter 
referred to as SSGD Rules) and the jurisdiction of the Director General (Specific 
Safeguards). 

The Learned Senior Counsel for the exporters argued at length on the 
meaning of various expressions used and certain conditionalities imposed under 
Section 8C of the Customs Tariff Act,1975and contended that the investigation is 
contrary to the principles laid down in the said Section 8C. The Counsel also invited 
my attention to the Hon’ble Supreme Court decision in the case of Barium Chemicals 
Ltd. & Anr Vs. Company Law Board & Ors (AIR 1967 SC 295). I have given a very 
serious consideration to this citation vis-a-vis the proceedings initiated under the 
Customs Tariff Act 1975. I am of the opinion that the citation is of little help since the 
proceedings under the Companies Act are not pari materia to the present proceedings 
under the Customs Tariff Act. What the Director General has proposed to do by 
issuing the Notice dated 13 th August 2002 is to start the process of investigation for 
conducting such enquiries and not to apply or extend’ a safeguard measure. The DG, 
under Rule 4 of the Customs Tariff(Transitional Product Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 
is entrusted with making recommendation regarding imposition of a provisional or final 
safeguard duty. The safeguard duty, however, may be applied only by the Central 
Government. The Supreme Court in its verdict has held that before forming an 
opinion the Authority should have before it circumstances suggesting certain 
inferences. In the given case the Director General did not form an opinion on 
presumption and vague inferences but circumstances and authoritative data were 
available to him to form his opinion, prima facie, on the basis of which the notice of 
initiation was issued. The fundamental conditions that must exist as per the said 
judqement required to form an opinion was available with the Director General and 
hence the judgement is of no avail to the exporters. The Counsel's reliance on the 
Supreme Court judgement is misconceived and is not applicable to the proceeding in 
the instant case on facts. The onus of fulfillment of conditions precedent for initiation 
prima facie was found satisfied. The notice of initiation cannot be held to be based on 

surmises and conjectures. 

Another related issue which has been raised and is equally important is with 
reqard to the Protocol on the accession of the People’s Republic of CHna to 
WTO(hereafter referred to as Protocol). It has been strongly contended that the 
present proceedings are violative of the provisions of the said Protocol. It has been 
arqued that when Article 16 of the Protocol .which is the basis of Section 8C of the 
Customs Tariff Act, 1975, was negotiated there was an understanding expressed by 
WTO members, including India, that it would be exercised with restraint and as a last 
resort' in ‘extraordinary circumstances’ and when all other trade measures are 
exhausted. It has been stated that the present investigation is unduly harsh and 
discriminatory since there have been no prior consultations .between theRespective 
Governments of India and China as envisaged in the said Article 16 of the said 

Protocol. 

I have carefully gone through the said Protocol and it is observed on a 

plain reading that the Protocol does not envisage any 
SDeaks of offerinq consultations only when the affected WTO Membe 
provisional safeguard measure pursuant to a preliminary determination >hat imports 
nave caused or threatened to cause market disruption. The measure needs to be 
notified to the Committee on safeguards and a request for bilateral consultation 
shall be effected! emphasised) immediately thereafter. Moreover there is nothing i 
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the Indian domestic legislation, which are WTO compliant, statutorily prescribing any 
such prior consultations. However, it has been informed by the Ministry of 
Commerce, Government of India that when requested by China , India readily 
agreed for consultations and an officer was specially deputed from Delhi for the 
consultations held in Geneva on 22 nd October 2002. It was clarified to the Chinese 
authorities, inter alia , that the safeguard investigation is a quasi judicial process and 
cannot be stalled midway and that it would be very useful if inputs were provided by 
the Chinese side to facilitate completion of the legal process. 


In view of the above, it is observed that the requirements of the statutory 
provisions envisaged under the Customs Tariff Act and the SSGD Rules have been 
fully met and the notice of initiation has been correctly issued. 

Product under Investigation 


The product under Investigation is ISMN classified under the erstwhile sub¬ 
heading 8452.30 of the First Schedule to the Customs Teriff Act 1975 end under 
84523000 of the Indian Trade Classification (ITC) besed on the Hermonlsed 
Commodity Description and Coding system. With the emendment of the First

However, the classification is Indicated for the purpose of convenience and In no way 
be construed as restricting the scope of coverage of the product under Investigation, 

Domestic Industry 



The application has been filed by Altsk on behelf of the domestic producers of 
ISMN for Imposition of safeguard duty on Imports of ISMN, Though there are three 
other companies reportedly producing ISMN, Altek accounts for the major production 
and sale of ISMN, It has been contended by the exporters, importers and users 
besides the OCGME that Altek does not represent the domestic Industry, An Important 
Issue regarding what constitutes the domestic Industry under the Customs Teriff Act 
has been raised and argued at length, It hes been stated that the Applicant does not 
qualify m 'domestic Industry' in view of Its relationship with e German exporter and 
further In view of the fact that ooth China and India treat needles as a single Industry 
even in terms of tariff elasiifieation and thus the needle Industry may be considered as 
a whole and not In respect of I8MN alone for the purpose, Further it was claimed that 
in the absence of date on the needle industry as a whole no finding Is possible by the 
Director General on this issue, This contention appears to be not correct as under 
ieetion 8 C of the Customs Tariff Act 1975 the proceedings are with reference to the 
article/ product and not tariff centric, While Interpreting the entries In the tariff 
Schedule, they must be construed and understood as in common parlance and words 
used hy the legislature must be given their popular sense of which the people 
conversant with the subject matter with which the statute was dealing would attribute 
,t liberal interpretation is to be imparted to the language and not confined to its 
grammatical meaning. The provisions of Section 8 C and the SSGD rules made 
thereunder has to be read in its entirety and construed as a whole to give true import 
and meaning not to make it purposeless and nugatory. But a construction which 
results in inequitable result and incongruous is to be avoided. The construction unlike 
a penal provision has to be tested on a different touchstone. As regards the 
relationship with the German collaborator; I see no restriction under the safeguard' 
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rules, unlike in the case of anti-dumping investigation* to exclude the applicant from 
the ambit of domestic industry. 

Further questionnaire were sent to known domestic producers of ISMN. 
Response was received from TVS Needles and Schmetz India. It was observed that 
TVS Needles Ltd. has been manufacturing domestic needles since 1962. The 
company ifi its reply had informed that they are manufacturing primarily household 
needles (HIHN) and only a very insignificant quantity of ISMN. It has been observed 
the company has an installed capacity Of 75 million needles including ISMN. During 
the year 2001-02 they produced a quantity Of 42.73 million needles out of which they 
manufactured only a very insignificant quantity of ISMN. The company was requested 
to furnish quantities manufactured of ISMN during the last three years. The details 
have not been made available. It was gathered that the company on its own does not 
market ISMN and whatever is produced is based on the requirements of M/s. Singer 
India Ltd. to whom the entire quantity of ISMN is transferred. M/a. Singer India Ltd. 
was one of the major equity holders in TVS Sewing Needles Ltd till about 2001 and 
continues to be the major distributor of the products manufactured by TVS. While 
Schmetz (I) Pvt Limited, Mumbai did not respond as a domestic manufacturer but as 
an importer of needles; Groz-Beckert Asia Limited, Chandigarh did not respond at all 
and did not participate in the investigation. Therefore, the application by Altek in the 
light of what has been stated above and in view of the fact they account for the major 
proportion of ISMN manufactured in India, is considered to have been made on behalf 
of domestic industry. 

Increased imports 

ISMN is imported into India mainly from the Peoples Republic of China, 
Germany, Japan, Korea (RP), Singapore and Taiwan (Chinese Taipei). The imports 
of ISMN in general from all countries put together increased from 116470 kgs. in 
1997-98 to 174961 kgs in 2001-02. The Basic Customs Duty on imports of ISMN 
which was 40% in 1998-99 was brought down to 35% in 1999-2000 and since 2000- 
01 attracts a duty of 25% which is in force. 

Doubts have been expressed by exporters and CCCME about the authenticity 
of import data in respect of ISMN from China provided by the applicants, particularly in 
respect of imports for the period 2001-02. It has been stated that the Applicant 
wrongly aggregated imports from Singapore & Hongkong to be originating from 
China. Only such imports of ISMN from Singapore or Hong Kong that are clearly 
proven to be of Chinese origin, may be aggregated with the imports of ISMN from 
China. It has also been averred that while the imports of ISMN from China during the 
2001-02 amounted to about 44,516 kgs. as per the DGCIS statistics but as per the 
data maintained' by the Chinese Custom Authorities the total export of needles 
including ISMN and household was 35538.4 kgs during the said period. Even the 
DGCIS figure was also much lower than one projected by the Applicant aggregating 
to 104216 Kgs. 

The Applicant in this regard has stated that the data for the yearsl 997-98 to 
2001-02 has been furnished by them from port wise import data made available by the 
DGCIS, Calcutta. Suitable adjustments in the figures for imports of Household 
needles, have been made by them based on market intelligence sources. 

In this connection, the Port-wise details furnished by the applicant relating to 
imports of ISMN during the period 2001-02 was got verified through Commissionerate 
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of Customs, Chennai and ICD Tughlakabad. While report received from ICD 
Tughlakabad revealed that there were no imports of ISMN either from China or from 
Singapore during 2001 -02, it has been verified and reported by the Chennai Customs 
thaf a quantity of 85355 Kgs of ISMN has been imported into India from China and 
there has been no imports from Singapore during the year 2001-02 at Chennai Port. It 
has been observed that Huating accounted for a quantity of 62940 Kgs valued at 
Rs.9737763/-; White Crane accounted for a quantity of 20735 Kgs. valued at Rs. 
1878124/- and China Light accounted for a quantity of 1680 Kgs valued at 
Rs.667408/- of the total imports made at Chennai ,as would be evident from the table 
below:.

The above data has been compiled based on Bills of Entries and the country of 
Origin as available in the Customs record. The DGCIS have clarified that country wise 
imports reflected in their publication , by and large, denotes imports credited to the 
country of Consignment. It was observed that the details of exports claimed bythe two 
Chinese exporters in their response and CCCME of 35538.4 Kgs including Household 
needles was prima facie wrong and appears to be not credible. They did not file any 
documentary evidence certified by the Chinese Customs. In spite of being asked 
during the hearing, details of their export were not furnished though they all claim to 
have co-operated with the investigations. The information furnished by the two 
exporters in particular, in a confidential manner, was also found very sketchy and 
appears to be deliberately suppressed for reasons only known to them. 

The details of exports which have been strongly relied upon by the opposing 
interested parties as against what has been furnished by th ® ®P pl '“"‘ s r ^ rd dU ^ 
verified by this Directorate General was found to be an error on face of the record_ A 
mere perusal of the Indian Customs record of ISMN imports, made at Chennai Port 
BiH of P Pntry-wise, party wise without reference to any other matter revealed that the 
Chinese exporters importers and the CCCME have not furnished the fac ual details o 
their exDorts/imports which are very material for an in depth examination for arriving 
?decistonThe importers have alleged contradictory things without substantiating and 
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merely adopted the replies filed by the exporters and CCCME. In fact, I observe that 
they had made written submissions of even what they had not stated during the 
hearing. The importers failed to furnish any of the relevant details of their imports 
including details of Bill of Entry &invoices relating thereto, despite the fact they were 
specifically asked to do so. They were always claiming to have extended their fullest 
cooperation but on the ground their cooperation have been found to be without 
substance. 

Information available in public domain reveals that the Government of Peoples 
Republic of China has claimed territorial rights and resumed sovereignty over 
Hongkbng since 1 st July 1997. The Government of PR China also decided and 
established Hongkong as a special administrative region in accordance with 
provisions of its Constitution under the principle of “one Country, two systems”. 
Therefore, I do not see anything wrong adding the ir.ports from Hongkong to be the 
imports originating from China. However, keeping in view the verifications carried out 
that no imports from Singapore have been noticed at Chennai and Tughlakabad 
which as per port wise data accounted for a major quantity during 2001-02, the 
imports from Singapore has not been taken into account in the present proceedings. 

Another point which has been raised by the opposing interested parties is with 
regard to adjustment in the import figures for Household needles by the applicant to 
the extent of 10%. The opposing parties have claimed that the total exports from 
China of 35538.4 Kgs is inclusive of about 40% Household needles. In this connection 
it has been observed from the balance sheets that TVS Sewing Needles the sole 
producer of HHN in the country have lost their market from 59.53 Millions ini 999-2000 
to 47.50 Millions in 2000-01 and further to 42.19 Millions in 2001-02 indicating a loss 
of market share of about 10% which appears to have been gained by the Chinese. 
The Chinese exporters and importers in India who were asked to furnish specific 
details with regard their exports/imports have preferred to keep silent. In the absence 
of the details sought it would not be fair not to admit what has been furnished by the 
Applicant. 

In view of the above, it is observed that the data provided by the Applicant for 
the period from 1997-98 to 2000-01 sourced to DGCIS is authentic. However, the 
imports for the period 2001-02 which was furnished on annualised basis has now 
been corrected on the basis of port wise data and on the basis of verification carried 
out from Customs. I hold in the absence of anything contra furnished by the 
exporters/importers/CCCME, the imports from Hongkong has been included to be of 
Chinese origin. As regards the imports from Singapore the entire quantity has been 
excluded to be originating from China in the present investigation . The import of 
ISMN originating from China during the year 2001-02 as 99609 Kgs valued at 
Rs.21960090/- is hereby confirmed on verification. 

Threat of Market disruption 

The exporters and CdCME have raised a point that the reference year for the 
purpose of investigation should not be restricted to 2000-01 but should cover a longer 
period for the purpose of present investigation. In this regard it is observed that the 
increase in imports is to be considered over a period which under the Trade Notice 
No. SG/TN/1/97 dated 26 th September, 1997 issued by the Director General has been 
specified to be a period of the most recent 3 years (or longer) Immediately preceding 
the commencement of investigation for which data Is available. In the current 
investigation, therefore, the period of investigation has been taken as 1997-98 to 
2001-02 for which data was made available by the applicants. Whether or not there 
were imports in any of these years is irrelevant specially as the evaluation of imports is 
to be done on a comparative basis for the entire period. If there were no imports or 
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only a small quantum of imports in a year, that year cannot be ignored only on that 
ground. The increase in imports for the entire period in totality has to be considered for 
arriving at a decision whether imports have increased during the period. 

The imports and domestic production of ISMN during 1997-98 to 2001-02 have 
been as under:

ISMN was being imported into India for quite sometime. However, during the 
period under investigation the imports originating from China have increased from 
53545 Kgs in 1997-98 to 99609 Kgs in 2001-02, The average imports of ISMN 
originating from China during the four year period 1997-98 to 2000-01 was observed 
to be 62,000 Kgs which increased to 99809 Kgs, in 2001-02 registering an increase by 
about 60%. The imports as a percentage compared to the average dome$ic 
production of 3584 Kgs. during the period 1997-98 to 2001-02 which stood at 1730% 
increased to 1860% in 2001-02. The imports, thus, have increased both in absolute 
terms as well as compared to domestic production during the period under 
investigation. 

The increased imports of ISMN have caused /threatened to cause market 
disruption to the domestic producers of ISMN as Indicated by the following factors: 

(a) It has been stated by certain interested parties that the Chinese international 
market price for ISMN during 2001-02 was about US $18 per thousand pieces; 
however, no evidence has been furnished to this Directorate General to corroborate 
the same. The CIF price of ISMN which was Rs.446/- per kg. in 1997-98 increased to 
Rs.671/- per kg. in 1999-2000 and declined to Rs.649/- per kg. in 2000-01 and 
thereafter further declined to Rs220/* per kg i.e. drop by 66%, whereas the prices of 
ISMN originating from other countries have shown an upward trend from Rs. 1,210 per 
kg in 97-98 to Rs 2,425 per kg in 2001-02. To keep up with the decline in prices of 
ISMN originating from China and to retain their market share, the domestic producer 
had to reduce their prices of ISMN, as a sequel, their realisation has declined 
considerably and resulted in loss to the domestic producer. The realisation which was 
Rs.7140/- per kg. in the 1998-99 declined to Rs.5096/- per kg. in 1999-2000 and 
improved marginally to Rs.5128/- per kg. in 2000-01, thereafter, fell appreciably to 
Rs.3817/-per kg in 2001-02. 

(b) The capacity utilisation of domestic producer which was 57% in 1998-99 declined 
to 51% in 1999-2000, increased to 58% in 2000-01 and registered a decline of 13% in 
2001-02 which is at 45% . Their closing stocks which was 4057 Kgs at the end of 
March 2000 increased to 5552 Kgs. at the end of March 2002. 
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(c) While the market share of domestic producer of ISMN, considering the imports 
emanating from all countries, improved from 1.14% in 1997-98 to about 3% in 2000-01 
in the total domestic consumption of ISMN, fell marginally to 2.61 % in 2001-02, but 
the injury suffered by the domestic producer by way of loss of market share was 
around 5% considering the imports emanating from the Peoples’ Republic of China 
during the said period as would be indicated in the table below. The domestic 
producers have been able to retain even this reduced market share only at the cost of 
reduction of their sales price.

The domestic industry has suffered market disruption/serious injury as 
observed above. However, the crucial question is whether this sufferance of the 
domestic industry is on account of increased imports or is it a self inflicted injury on 
the domestic industry as argued by some interested parties. 

It has been argued by the exporters from China that if there has been a 
capacity creation, in fact, doubling the capacity by the applicant, then it cannot be 
said that there is causal link between imports and injury/market disruption. In the 
present investigation it is being examined whether the domestic producers have faced 
a threat of serious injury/market disruption as evident on comparison of their 
performance in 2001-02 with that of earlier period. The case of the domestic 
producers is that they have faced a severe set-back in performance in 2001-02 as 
compared to earlier years. The Chinese exporters have stated that manufacturers of 
ISMN other than Altek has been making profits and they desired that this may be 
examined by the Director General. An attempt was made to analyse the position of 
TVS. It was observed that TVS Needles has been making profits but its income from 
manufacturing operations has been decreasing. The income from operations which 
was Rs.41.81 lakhs in 1999-2000 declined to Rs.23.12 lakh's, further declining to Rs 
15 11 lakhs in 2001-02. The major income for TVS Needles is from ‘other income 
out of their investments of Rs.302 lakhs as on 31.03.02. Their ‘other income', which 
was 24.04 lakhs in 1999-2000, increased to Rs.26.81 lakhs in 2000-01, which further 
increased to Rs.29.75 lakhs in 2001-02 which basically accounts for their profits. A 
similar analysis could not be carried out in respect of other producers since they did 
not respond to the notice of initiation and the questionnaire sent to them. 
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It has also been argued that if the production and sales have either remained 
constant or gone up, no causal link can be claimed with imports. This is not in 
accordance with the provisions of the law which requires determination of 
injury/market disruption to be made on an objective evaluation of various factors and 
not just upon production and sales. In fact, in determination of causal link between 
imports and injury/market disruption, the Annex to the Customs Tariff (Transitional 
Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules 2002 requires the Director General to 
evaluate all relevant factors of an objective and quantifiable nature having a bearing 
on the situation of that industry, in particular, the rate and amount of the increase in 
imports of that article concerned in absolute and relative terms, the share of the 
domestic market taken by increased imports, changes in the level of sales, production, 
capacity utilization, profit & losses etc. If, therefore, the increased imports enter in 
such condition that despite higher domestic production and sales, the imports occupy 
a higher market share and displace the domestic production, the injury so caused is 
undoubtedly attributable to increased imports. , 


It is important to analyse this issue in its right perspective as it lies in the heart 
of the determination whether the injury caused to domestic industry is on account'of 
increased imports or on account of other factors. I am afraid this argument is totally 
fallacious. Firstly, the law does not require that for a determination of increased 
imports or serious injury or market disruption the domestic production must fall. A 
finding of increased imports is to be arrived at after considering the imports in absolute 
terms as well as compared to the domestic production. In case the domestic 
production was increasing but if the imports were increasing still faster, a finding of 
increased imports can well be made as the imports increased both absolutely as well 
as compared to domestic production. Safeguard protection will be available to the 
domestic industry in such a situation if it could be demonstrated that the domestic 
industry suffered serious injury/market disruption or a threat thereof caused by the 
increased imports. In other words, a finding of serious injury/market disruption does 
not necessarily require domestic production to fall. 


The serious injury to the domestic industry which started taking place in 1997- 
98 manifested itself more prominently in the year 2001-02. In this period the domestic 
sales of the domestic producer did register a marginal increase but only at the cost of 
unprofitable sale at reduced prices. As the domestic producers kept on losing 
production and sale it had its impact on fixed cost, thereby increasing the cost of 
production and reducing the profits. The increase in imports which have been 
entering the Indian markets at declining prices from China have threatened the 
domestic producers of serious market disruption specially as they have adequate 
capacity to cater to Indian demand of ISMN substantially. The imports have entered in 
such condition that despite a marginal higher domestic production and sale, the 
imports occupied a higher market share and have displaced the domestic production, 
obviously the injury so caused is undoubtedly attributed to the increased imports 
originating from China. In the present case, however, Altek did achieve a small growth 
in sales and production but far below the growth of apparent domestic consumption. 
Even this increased production and sales was achieved by Altek at the cost of 
reduction in their realisations. It has been observed that Altek suffered huge financial 
loss and is now a potential sick company under the BIFR Act. Altek suffered a loss of 
Rsl 38.76 Lakhs during 1999-2000 which increased to Rs222.78 Lakhs in 2000-01 but 
registered a decline to Rs77.79 Lakhs as on 31 8t March 2002 primarily due to their 
restructuring of borrowings from domestic financial institutions with low cost External 
Commercial Borrowing (ECB)attracting a lower rate of interest.. 
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Quality 

Altek Is manufacturing ISMN of international standards and parameters. They 
have a very rigid quality control system built in its production line. Each and every 
batch of ISMN manufactured is inspected on a random basis at every stage of 
operation and the finished product is visually inspected 100%. The production is 
accounted batch wise and every batch carries its production/rejection details which is 
recorded at every stage/operation in Needles Process Card. The final production data 
is transferred to inventory records. Altek with its strict quality parameters has been 
accredited with ISO 9002 certification besides they have been awarded with SATRA 
certification from UK for meeting quality parameters. It was gathered that Altek is the 
only ISMN manufacturer to get this accreditation in the world. The needles are 
despatched to the customers only after strict quality standards are met. 

Some of the interested parties have claimed that the needles imported from 
China are different in quality vis-a-vis the one manufactured by Altek although one of 
the interested parties (user! had stated that if needles manufactured by Altek were 
competitively priced they would prefer their needles. In this regard, it is observed that 
both the imported ISMNj including that produced and exported by China and the 
domestic ISMN compete with each other in the same market and have the same 
usage characteristics. A mere difference in quality does not ipso-facto take away a 
product out of the scope of ‘like or directly competitive products’ 

Expansion of Capacity 

It has been argued by some parties that expansion of capacity by the 
applicant was not a wise decision and that the injury to them is self-inflicted. In this 
regard, it is observed that the circumstances under which Altek expanded their 
capacity needs to be seen. The Applicant has stated that Capacity of their unit at the 
time of commencement of commercial production was 25,714 kgs or 45 million 
needles per annum which was increased to 51,429 kgs or 90 million per annum on 
two shift basis. The expansion was considered since the additional capacity could be 
created with a very nominal addition to the fixed assets. The cost of expansion 
including building was only Rs. 452 fakhs while the initial cost of setting up the plant 
was Rs 1585 lakhs. Thus expansion of more than 100% could be achieved with this 
additional capital expenditure. The increase in the capacity would bring down the cost 
of fixed overheads for every kg of production ar. J an ISMN manufacturer must keep 
an increasing range of system/sizes to survive and to cater to the growing Indian 
market. It was observed that domestic industry has increased its range of ISMN 
systems/sizes from 331 during the year 1999 to 357 in 2000; 450 in 2001 and 631 In 
2002 In view of these developments, it can not be held that Altek did not take a wise 
decision in expanding their capacity or that the injury to them is self-inflicted. 


Pricing 

An argument has been raised that price is not a relevant factor for 
consideration in the Safeguard investigation. In this regard it is observed that unlike in 
the case of anti-dumping investigation where the price discriminatory practice^ 
adopted by the exporters is the root cause for an anti-dumping action, in the case or 
Safeguard investigation increased imports is the fundamental requirement for 
maintaining a safeguard action. At what prices the imports are entering is not the 
relevant factor because it is not the unfair competition which is the subject matter of 
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safeguard action but it is the competition per se offered by the increased imports to 
the domestic producers, even if it is at fair prices. Only in this context the import prices 
are not relevant. However, when it comes to determination of market 
disruption/serious injury or threat thereof, the law requires an examination of change 
in level of sales, profitability etc. of the domestic producers. These factors undoubtedly 
depend upon the prices of competing products and in that context import prices do 
become relevant and require an examination, specially to assess their effect on the 
domestic situation. 


it has been observed from the details made available by Chennai Customs that 
during 2001-02, a quantity of 1680 Kgs was imported from China at the rate of 
Rf .397/Kg; a quantity of 40440 at the rate of around Rs.184/Kg; a quantity of 16900 
Kgs at the rate of Rs. 110/Kg and a quantity of 26335 Kgs at the rate of around 
Rs 88/Kg. This in itself will lead one to observe that there has been a substantial 
depression in prices (cif) of imports of ISMN from China, the decline being from 
Rs.397/Kg to Rs.88/Kg that is a decline by about 78% during the year 2001-02. This 
led to reduction in prices by the domestic producer. It may be mentioned that 
depression in national prices is an important indicator of the market disruption and as 
a sequel thereof the injury suffered by the domestic producer. While it may be possible 
for the domestic producer to achieve better efficiencies in production and utilization of 
capacity, the most crucial and important aspect is the price which they are able to 
realise or fetch for their product. Invariably, the depressed prices results in loss of 
market share for the domestic producers and affect their profitability. 

In conclusion, it is observed that the imports have grown phenomenally during 
the period under investigation. These increased imports have progressively taken a 
significant share in the apparent consumption which increased from54893in 1997-98 
to 104312 in 2001-02. The serious injury /market disruption to the domestic industry is 
a consequence of these increased imports. Factors other than increased imports do 
not appear to have any significant effect on the state of the industry in so far as the 
present investigation is concerned. 

Inefficiency of domestic producers 


An issue has been raised that the domestic producers of ISMN are not 
operating efficiently and that their number of operations for production is much higher 
as compared to overseas manufacturers and in particular the Chinese manufacturers. 
The Chinese exporters have stated in their written response that as against the claim 
of Altek that there are about 100 steps in manufacturing ISMN they have only 16 
stages( though they mentioned that there were 27 stages during the hearing). This, 
was verified and it was gathered that the production plan in manufacture of ISMN 
which is a product of precision engineering involves as many as 100 operations 
including intermediate operations like arranging, cleaning, degreasing, de-oiling etc. to 
make the ISMN ready for the next stage of processing which practice is followed by all 
manufacturers internationally. However, it was verified that there are only 15 major 
operations that was being carried out for manufacture of ISMN by Altek namely 
swaging, cutting & rounding, branding & straightening, die pressing, milling, fin 
grinding, pointing & egalising, heat treatment, chemical deburin§ & polishing, plating, 
visual inspection and final packing of needles.

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Re-structuring Plan 

it has been stated by the opposing parties that the adjustment plan of the 
applicant cannot be relied upon. It has been argued by them that the domestic 
producers have not procured their raw materials particularly the steel wire for 
manufacture of ISMN competitively from indigenous sources and have preferred 
imported steel wire which was far more expensive vis-a-vis the indigenous one and is 
therefore one of the causes of injury to them. Though the rules do not envisage any 
re-structuring plan to be submitted by the domestic industry, the adjustment plan 
submitted by the applicant is not hypothetical or academic. Their restructuring plans 
furnished in an attempt to reduce their cost of production was examined in detail by 
this Directorate General. They are making sincere efforts to become competitive so 
as to face competition offered by the imports from China in particular. It is considered 
that imposition of Safeguard duty would help them in re-structuring and to become 
competitive. It is also observed that the domestic producers have already taken steps 
in this direction and the domestic industry would need a period of about three years, 
although, they have claimed a period of four years to substantially complete their 
plans. 

injury due to increased Imports 

A number of issues have been raised by various parties justifying the increased 
imports or to show that the injury caused to the domestic industry was not on account 
of increased imports but on account of other factors. The most important amongst 
these issues is the supply-demand gap. Some of the parties have claimed that the 
cause of injury to the domestic industry was not increased imports as the imports were 
necessitated to meet the gap between domestic supply and domestic demand. This 
aspect has been examined and it has been observed that Altek went into commercial 
production in the year 1997 with an installed capacity of 45 million needles per annum 
at a total investment in the plant & machinery of Rs.1223.85 lakhs. Altek expanded 
their capacity from 45 millions to 90 million in the year 2000. The total cost of the 
expansion was around Rs.352.26 which is only 28% of the original cost plant and 
machinery, whereas the capacity has been increased by 100%. The expansion was 
undertaken primarily to reduce the cost of production of ISMN over a period of years. 
It was gathered from the management that the expansion was part of their financial 
restructuring plan. The company had borrowed term liabilities and working capital 
from Indian financial Institutions/Banks on which the interest rate was as high as 18% 
which was substituted with low cost External Commercial Borrowing (ECB) attracting 
interest rate of only 7.5%. It was verified that they have sufficient infrastructure, 
installed certain critical machineries besides have also contracted with their 
collaborators for supply of patented machineries with adequate capacity ratings and 
they have the potential to enhance and manufacture a quantity of approximately 
2,00,000 Kgs per annum of ISMN of various specifications and systems. Moreover, 
the Applicant has not opposed the imports of ISMN into the country. What he has 
sought is only a level playing field for a period of four years to become competitive vis- 
a-vis imports originating from China. 

Injury due to loss of Exports 

It has also been claimed by the opposing parties that the reason for the woes of 
the domestic producer is loss of its export market that has declined to 17988 Kgs in 
2001-02 as compared to 25363 Kgs in 2000-01 and not the imports of ISMN 
particularly originating from China. In this regard it is important to keep in mind that the 
production line for production of ISMN is common both for the domestic consumption 
and for the export market. A domestic industry that was not able to compete in the 
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domestic market could hardly have been expected to compete in the international 
market, specially when the domestic supplies were the major potential market for the 
domestic industry and export was a secondary market. Even on the export front the 
Applicant had to compete with other ISMN producers in India who were exclusively 
catering to exports enjoying the various Incentives under the EOU Scheme. The 
Applicant has explained the reasons for venturing into the export market and has 
stated that it was to keep the production process going in the light of dedicated 
investments made in the plant and to improve their capacity utilisation to bring down 
the cost of production. 

Allegations of Bribe 

It has been observed that the China Chamber of Commerce have come up with 
serious allegations against the applicant for alleged demands of heavy sums in 
consideration for withdrawal of their request for safeguard action against the imports 
of ISMN originating from China. It would be pertinent to mention that the said 
allegations were neither raised during the hearing nor in their written submissions but 
in the rebuttals filed for the first time to which the applicant had no chance.to respond. 
The meeting with the Chinese Chamber at the Applicant’s place was not at the 
instance of this Directorate General and private negotiations between the two parties 
has no relevance to the present proceedings. 

Provisional Safeguard Duty 

In view of the fact that after completing the investigation final findings are being 
issued in this case, it is not considered necessary to record any preliminary finding for 
the purposes of imposition of provisional safeguard duty. 

Public Interest 

It has been argued that the applicant has only a market share of 2-3% of the 
total consumption of the ISMN in India and imposition of safeguard duty on ISMN 
originating from China would not be in public interest. This claim has been made on 
the basis that imposition of safeguard duty would make the imported ISMN costlier in 
the hands of importers/users which may result In the increased cost of resultant 
products. It has been claimed that imposition of Safeguard duty on ISMN would make 
it costlier and this would be against consumer interest. It has been argued that the 
applicant has sought safeguard duty protection to benefit their German collaborator. It 
has been verified that the management of Altek is exclusively controlled by Indian 
promoters and none from Germany hold any executive position in Altek, Besides, 
there is no substantive evidence placed before me by the opposing the parties and I 
see no merits in the contention raised. 

It has been argued that the Applicant would profiteer and exploit the domestic 
market in the event of imposition of safeguard duty ieading to a monopolistic situation. 
In the light of unrestricted imports and more so when imports from China accounted 
for a major share of the apparent domestic consumption during the period 1997-98 to 
2001-02 this presumption appears to be not correct. The law also does not envisage 
that interest of a single producer should not be protected even if it rightly deserves to 
be protected. Imposition of safeguard duty is not aimed at encouraging monopolistic 
practices but at protecting the interests of domestic producers, if increased imports 
cause or threaten to cause market disruption to them so as to allow them time to meet 
the competition offered by the increased imports. 
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In this regard it is also observed that the scope of the term Public Interest is not 
to be restricted to cover consumeMnterest alone. It is a much wider term which 
covers in its ambit the general social welfare taking into account the larger community 
interest. While the imposition of safeguard duty may result in increased cost of 
imported ISMN in the hands of buyers and therefore, it may also effect the end 
products manufactured therefrom, it is important to keep in mind the objective of 
imposition of safeguard duty. The purpose of imposition is to provide time to the 
domestic industry within which it may make positive adjustments to meet with the new 
situation of competition offered by the increased imports. The imposition of safeguard 
duty would not only allow a wider choice to the buyers to source their requirements, 
but also at competitive price. The domestic producers provide employment to a large 
number of people and make valuable contribution to the economy. Safeguard duty 
would thus enable them to survive in the face of competition offered by the imports 
which should also be in the long term interest of the buyers of ISMN as well as of the 
consumers of products manufactured therefrom. In this regard, it is observed that the 
imposition of safeguard duty is not likely to have any significant effect on the user 
industry and the consumers thereof especially as the safeguard duty is proposed to be 
imposed only to the extent necessary to protect the domestic producers of ISMN. It is, 
therefore, considered that imposition of Safeguard Duty on ISMN originating from 
China would be in general public interest. 


Conclusion 


In view of the findings above, it is concluded that the increased imports of ISMN 
originating from PR China into India have caused market disruption to the domestic 
producers causing material injury to them and imposition of Safeguard duty for a 
period of three years will be in the Public interest. 


The opposing interested parties have also averred that the safeguard duty 
sought by the Applicant is based on its claimed survival or non-injurious price that is 
much higher even than the average price of imports of ISMN other than of alleged 
Chinese origin which is contrary to a specific safeguards investigation. The maximum 
safeguard duty claimed can utmost be based on the average import price of ISMN not 
of Chinese origin. This has been considered and only that amount of safeguard duty 
which, if levied, would be adequate to prevent or remedy market disruption is being 
recommended. 


While arriving at the quantum of safeguard duty which will be adequate to 
protect domestic industry, the cost of production (confidential) of ISMN produced 
domestically has been taken on the basis of their optimum capacity utilisation and cost 
reduction efforts. Although a higher profit margin of profit had been claimed by the 
applicant a reasonable margin has been allowed. Similarly, the CIF import prices of 
ISMN originating from China have also been taken on weighted average basis during 
the period 1997-98 to 2001-02. Adjustments have been made for duties, taxes and 
handling charges as applicable both for domestically produced and for the imported 
ISMN. No adjustment has, however, been made for the sales tax or other local taxes 
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paid on the domestically produced ISMN in view of provision of levying 4% Special 
Additional Duty on imports which takes into account sales tax and other local tabces 
etc. generally levied on domestically produced goods. The safeguard duty has been 
worked out per kg of ISMN converted and quantified per needle on the basis of 
certain verifications carried out by the officers of this Directorate General and from 
Customs. 

Recommendations 

It Is recommended that a specific safeguard duty @ Rs1.50P( Rupee one 
and palse fifty only) per needle be Imposed on Imports of ISMN originating from 
China Into India for a period of 3 years being the minimum necessary for the 
protection of the domestic Industry from the threat of market disruption caused 
by the said Imports of ISMN into India.
